" Waller and the marshal testi 
lied that they found the violin the 

following day underneath an over- 
hanging rook, away up or. I he moun- 
tain side, and a few feet away 
they found the tramp lying sound 
asleep. 

" Colonel Jones did not ask any 

questions of my witnesses, so, after 

they had testified, I announced that 
the State was through and thai the 
defeuoe could bring in any evidence 
it might possess. 

" Colonel Jones was always de- 
liberate, but on this occasion I' 
sumed a manner and a tone ths* 

was unusually impressive, somewhat 
dramatic. I saw- at onoe that the 

wily advocate had decided to sub- 
stitute pat hos lot evidence, and 1 

determined to make a strong appeal

bope most merciless li is not the 

province noi the purpose of law to 
do hurt to the virtues of mankind, 
but rather lo oppose, and If possible, 

overcome the vioes and the crimes 
that ailliei society. But it is noi 

an easy matter at all limes to draw 
the lines clearly between right and 

wrong, and were it done, gentle- 

men, how few of us would escape 

the condemnation 1 Or rather, I 

mioht ask — Where is I he man w ho 

would surely escape v li Is impera- 
tive, however, that we nurse and 
tend the nobler virtues which ate 
to be found in some degree in every 

nature, and which might be likened 

to the llowers aim the fruits grow- 
ing among the weeds and the thorns 
of human life the virtues that we 

designate as love and oharity, and 
thai show themselves in unselfish- 
ness, in devotion lo ol hers, and in 
lifting up those who have fallen as 
Well as in music, in ait, in poetry 
and song. It has been said 'the 
King can do no wrong,' but I would 
lather say love can do no wrong. 

To steal Is a crime, but it la no 

Stealing for a mother lo lake bread 

ami give it to her starving child, 

II is forbidden to work on the Sab- 
bath, but it is no wrong to help the 
ass out of the ditch into which il 
has fallen, whalevei the day may 

be. If I bnrned up your fence, 
maliciously, I would be guilty of a 
crime, but if. by burning up your 

fence, I could save a human life, it 
were a crime should I fail to burn 
il. I shall nol undertake to prove 

thai the pi Isoner <ii«i not take the 

violin, but 1 shall satisfy you, I 
think, that he did not steal il, but 
that he t ok il because his soul was 

striving for sympathy; beoanse he 

\ ei whelmed and crushed by a 
load of sorrt w, and the violin could 
ease him the load ; because he was 

lonely to the verge of madness, and 
the vmiin offered him sunshine and 
companionship; and 1 shall ask you, 

gentlemen, to rise above the mere 

letter of the law to contemplate the 
gieat spirit of the law and I shall ask 

yon to commend the act foi which 

he is now under arrest and bring in 

a verdict of not guilty. 

"The Colonel's speech w.i 
Ceive with applause, which the 

Judge quickly suppresed with his

During the hottest part of the 

presidential campaign in 1908,

physicians, hygienists, sociologists 
ami humanitarians, will assemble 
lo discuss the problem of tu- 
berculosis. This great gathering 
Will be organized under tue name 
of the International Congress on 
Tuberculosis, and will hold its scs 
sums from about September iOtt 

lo October 10th. It will number 
several thousand members and de- 
legates, and the visitors to Wash- 
ington on account of the Cougicss, 
it is predicted, will number thou- 
sands more. 

The Directors and Council of the 
National Association include the 
most noted authorities on tuber- 
culosis in this country, and they 
arc, moreover, a body of wise men 
in public affairs. Their plans cou- 
template something far broader 
than a convention of scientific men. 
They expect to have a Tubereu- 
Kxhibition, which, up to its 
dale, will surpass in variety and 
interest anything of the sort ever 
attempted. This method of educat- 
ing the public on this subject is 
employed in many foteign countries 
and in this country it has of late 
become well known through the 
popular exhibition of the National 
Association and of the New York 
Tuberculosis Commillee. During 
the three weeks while this Exhibi- 
tion is in progress visitors can learn 
what is going on the world around 
in the fight against tuberculosis. 
The Exhibition will he open and free 
to the public at all times and its 
content, will be as interesting to the 
man in the street, or to the high 
school pupil, as to the savant. 

The International Congress will 
provide, in the Exhibition, a great 
collection of interesting things, but 
the Congress itsoif will be a great 
collection of interesting persons. 
Many of the distinguished authori- 
ties on this subject in Great Bri- 
tain* Germany, France, Sweden, 
Kussia, Japan Italy and South 
America, who are widely known by 
name in this country, will visit the 
United States at the time, not only 
for the purpose of discussing tuber 
culosis in the scientific sessions, 
but also to make public addresses 
in Washington and other Cit it 

The work of organizing the 
International Congress has been in- 
trusted by the National Association 
lo a special committee consisting at 
present of Or.

Such men 
as H. C. Frick, Henry Phipps, 
Henry L. lligginson, Mai tin 
Maloney, William P. Hens/.cy, and 
George Blnmenthal are giving their 
financial support lo the movement 
and have contributed toward the 
fund of $1,000,000 which is being 
raised to carry through the Con- 
gress. 

The restriction of tubeteulosis is 
a political problem, quite as much 
as it is a medical problem, and by- 
ex! ending its organization along 
official lines, the Congress will 
probably secure (he largest and 
most enduring benefits to the 
country, and at the same time re- 
present the country in the most 
favorable way to foreign visitors. 
An undertaking which will hi ing 
all the energies now engaged in the 
world's combat against tuberculosis 
to a focus in Washington for 
nearly a month, will undoubtedly 
leave a permanent impress on the 
whole country, and will yield 
large return for the money ii.

Leo. Greis, who tries to bid it tie the 
attainment of a very bright deaf 
lady in securing admission into the 

" Eastern Star." Because his 

father was a past grand master of 
Free Masons and he evidently was 
not smait enough to get into the 
order himself, he tries fee pooh hoo 
Miss Anna L. McGowau's success 
in being admitted Into tbe "Order 

of the Eastern Star," the ladies' 
auxiliary of the Masons. He says 
no deaf person is ever admitted in- 
to Free Masonry. We know that. 
We also know that men who lose 
their heaiing after they have been 
accepted are allowed to remain 
members. But such men are not 

considered as belonging to the rank 
and file of deaf-mute society. Out 
definition of deaf-mute is one who 
leaf, and has been educated in 
schools for the deaf, and who as- 
sociates with others who are deaf 
like himself, who have a means of 

communication for use among 
themselves which is distinctly their 
own. Thefe are 'leaf people and 
deaf people "ho never fraternize 

with deaf-mutes as a class, whose 
only right to be called deaf is that 
they aie hard of healing or have 
lost it entirely through old age, as 
Mr. Greis says.

Editor Dkaf-Mutks' Journal: — 
So far but two comminicatious 
have been published in the JOUR- 
NAL in re Ihe probable personnel of 
the future officers of the National 
Association of the Deaf. It must 
not, however, be inferred from this 
that the members of the Association 
and the deaf generally are in- 
diffeteut to the subject. Judging 
from letters leocived and from per- 
sonal expressions of large numbers 
whom we have met, the interest in 
the matter is keen and widespread. 
Those two who have taken the 
trouble to appear in print offer sug- 
gestions deserving of respectful con- 
sideration. "OWN. A D. Mem- 
ber" suggests that only those who 
have attended two or more coven • 
lions immediately preceding the 
one at which an election is held 
have a right to run for office, and 
" A Member of Ihe Executive Com- 
mittee" suggests a reduction of the 
1111 wieldly executive committee of 
thirty 01 thereabouts lo a minimum 
of seven or nine. 

It does indeed appear at 8rst sight 
that common fairness would de- 
mand that all candidates be elected 
from among those who spend time 
and money in coming to the meet- 
ings of the Association, but must a 
member's interest in and loyalty 
to the object of the Association 
ne ces s a rily be gauged by the amount 
of time and money he is able to 
spend V What large numbers of 
splendid men would be cast aside 

by the adoption this rule? Would 
not this rule, moreover, make possi- 
ble the very domination of teach 
en, artists and professionals which 
so many imagine exists? At pre- 
sent this domination is a mere tig 
inent of the imagination, but does 
not this rule offer a possibility of 

its becoming very real? Is it not 

the teacher, the artist and the pro- 
fessional, rather than the tradesman, 
the mechanic and the laborer, who 
can afford the time and the money 
to attend each successive triennial 
convention? In a word, this rule 
would exclude from consideration, 
such excellent men as Dougherty, 
Ritter, Allabough, Reider, Bran 
Hick, Lessley, Sohroeder, MoQinnm, 
King, D'Kstretla, Cray, Boland, 
Chapln, Reider, Fioehlich, Danlzer, 
Bryant, etc., and probably a large 
number of the old war horses would 
also be obliged to walk the plank. 
Away with such a rule ! 

In regard to the limitation of the 
number composing the Executive 
Committee, I do not think theie 
can be much divergence ot opinion. 
Thai the number is tix> large by fai 
for speedy and satisfactory business 
cannot be gainsaid. The question, 
however, is as to how a reduction 
can be effected. The writer sign 
ing himself " A Member of the I 
Committee" approvingly quotes Dr. 
Smith's remedy — the appointment of 
six or seven of the oldest and most 
experienced members of the 

sociation to form the Executive 

Committee. Now, 1 do not believe 
this method would find approval 
among the rank and file of the As 
sociation. 1' gives uo assurance 
that the Vice-presidents, the Secre- 
tary and the Treasurer, would be 
members. What is to prevent the 
president from appointing men 
to a majority of the 
Would it not place in 
a patronage which in 
time would become a stench in the 
nostrils of self-respecting members? 
Would it not make of the el 
officers of the Association mere 
Dgorebeada? A wiser plan would 
be to limit the Executive Com- 
mittee to the President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary and Treasurer, as is 
commonly done, and to create the 
ottOS of Honorary Vice- President, 
selecting one member from each 
State, as present, for the distinc- 
tion. 

But let us return to the question 
of eligible Candida \\ who 

are efficient, of good repute, and 
who can be thoroughly relied upon 
to carry out the ised will of 

the members of ti leiation, 

In my former letter I offered the 
following slate with tiie qualify- 
ing statement that there were, of

Of course there are others, I re- 
peat. There ia Regensburg of 
California, Palmer of Ten 
Gray of Pennsylvania, Seat on of 
West Virginia, Fioehlich of New 
York, Greener of Ohio, Jones of 
Virginia, Reider of Pennsylvania 
and Ziegler of Pennsylvania — each 
one of whom might fill one or the 
other of tbe several offices and give 
universal satisfaction. However, 
side by side with any of them there 
stands out in bold relief the fear- 
less Cloud, the gentle Dougherty, 
the argumentative Long, the busi- 
•<-like Pach, ihe persistent 
Ritter, the capable Allabough, the 
methodical Adams and the cour- 
teous Berg. Of the two candidates 
for President, the one most needed 
at the present critical hour is un- 
doubtedly the fearless Cloud; of 
the three candidates foi Secretory, 
the argumentative Long would just 

now most acceptably meet the 
situation ; and of the three candi- 
dates for Treasurer the methodical 
Adams is to be preferred. It is far 
from my purpose to attempt to In- 
fluence elections so far in advai, 
This it would be impossible to do, 
but if it was permissible foi one ot 
the candidates in the election at 
Louis to foist slips of paper with 
his own name written thereon upon 
ignorant and confiding voters, sure- 
ly it is permissible tor a newspaper 
writer to attempt to foretell an 
election, even to urge upon the 
consideration of members men who 
might in his own opinion be not 
only eligible, but even desirable 
from many points of view. 

In my next letter I shall dwell at 
some length upon the lives of 
Cloud and Dougherty, the two 
candidates for President.
